It will cost $4,000 00 to keep the highways in good re- 

pair for a year. Owing to the general use of autos, roads 

have to be made wider, rocks cleaned out and bushes cut 

back. The public will not be satisfied with the same roads 

that they had ten years ago. We believe that with road

agents the cost of repairing roads will be lessened. The 
Selectmen are unable to keep track of the expenditures, es- 
pecially on roads and bridges, with the with-holding of biils 
until the end of the year, and then turning them in tow- 
ard taxes. We would recommend that the Collector be not 
allowed to receive bills toward taxes butthat they be pres- 
ented to the Selectmen for payment, when contracted.

OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT OF OSSIPEE: 


We wish to call to your attention an amendment to the 
Public Statutes by the last General Court: 


‘(The fiscal year of the town and special school districts 
beginning February 16,1917 shall end August 31,1918, and 
thereafter the fiscal and scholastic year shall end August 31, 
annually.’’ , 

This change was approved by the Governor on April 4, 
1917 after our school meeting had been holden and the 
appropriations were not sufficient to carry on the schools for 
the extra six months. 


Your attention is called to this matter so that there may 
be sufficient appropriations made at the coming school meet- 
ing to support the schools until August, 1919. 


Under the new conditions we cannot present a complete 
report of the finances. This report will be presented at the 
school meeting of 1919. 


We would state, however, the money appropriated at the 
school meeting of 1917 will cover all our expenses for the 
period it was intended, taking care of thirty-six weeks of 
school in ten districts and twenty-four weeks at Mountain- 
view Grammar school. Also paying for all: repairs made, 
school furnishings, books and supplies bought, fuel, trans- 
portation, rent and insurance. 


Asa whole it is with more than ordinary feelings of 
pleasure that we attempt to report the condition and progress 
of our schools. Not that we have been entirely free from 
disappointment in school matters and results: but that in 
several instances the improvement has exceeded our most 
_ sanguine expectations. 


It has been said by an educator of some repute, we cannot 
too often repeat the great fundamental maxim, ‘'As is the 
teacher, sois the school.’’ In the administration of a system 
of public instruction, therefore, it should be the first and 
foremost aim to secure superior teachers, to retain them in 
service and to insist upon constant progress in excellence. 

It should never be forgotten that good teachers make good 
schools, and that good schools can be produced in no. other 
way. ‘They cannot be legislated into existence by the wisest 
board of directors ever elected, the wost careful and expert 
supervision, the utmost liberality in erecting and furnishing 
school buildings The greatest expenditure for books, charts, 
maps and all the paraphernalia of education will fail of the 
desired results if the teacher lacks capacity, interest and 
enthusiasm. 


During the year of thirty-six weeks seven teachers have 
given continuous service. Nearly all are graduates of some 
secondary school or holders of a state certificate. The schools 
are in excellent condition and by their fruits ought to be 
judged. It is easy for one who never visits a school, or one 


who riding a certain hobby, that means vast expenditure to. 
present a negative criticism of our schools. It is not easy 


for any one interested and noting results of our schools to 
lose faith in certain well established methods. During the 
second week in June pupils of the three highest grades in all 
our schools were required to take the Board’s examination in 
seven required studies, members of the eighth grade for 
graduation, and members of the sixth and seventh grades for 
promotion. These tests, critically examined by the board, 
represented faithful work on the part of ge and Aine 
oughness on the part of pupils. 


We have given attention to the replacing of new books in 
our schools so that at least once in every ten years each 
study may be covered. This year new histories and language 
books were purchased. 


Nothing has been done about uniting the schools mention- 
ed in last year’s report. In one way it is easier to run the 
schools than to pay the prices at present demanded for 


a on” 


transportation. 


We believe that our town, progressive in other matters, 
should take advantage of the law which permits towns to 
group themselves into districts that they may obtain the ser- 
vices ef a trained superintendent of schools. At present 
eighty percent of the public school pupils of New Hampshire 
are under expert supervision. The superior merit of this 
system is so evident and so generally admitted that no argu- 
ment should be needed. The state pays one-half of the 
salary of the superintendent and when several towns are 
united in a district the expense is small. 


A district superintendent divides his time among the towns 
in his district. He works under the direction of the school 
board and assumes such duties as they assign to him. Common- 
ly, he advises his boards concerning the ehoice of suitable 
teachers and courses of study. He informs them of the 
condition of their schools and carries out their instructions. 
He regularly visits the schools, outlines the work for the tea- 
ehers, tests the results of teaching and instructs teachers in 
their duties. He distributes the school supplies and gives 
special attention to the school conditions that contribute to 
the physical and moral welfare of the school children. He 
consults with parents, sees that all laws are enforced and 
keeps citizens informed concerning the needs and purpose of 
the schools. 


With supervision you will have better teachers and keep 
them longer. The best teachers will not go to unsupervised 
towns and all teachers will do their best work when they ex- 
pect regular visits from a competent superintendent. 


With supervision you will have better schools. The pup- 
ils will attend more regularly, will follow definite outlines of 
work, will be promoted from year to year and will complete 
a course of study. 


The attendance has been remarkably good and few cases 
of truancy have come under our notice. The visitors’ page 
in the registers, except at Center Ossipee and Mountanview, 
shows a dearth of names, which would seem to indicate a 


lack of interest which they must certainly be far from feel- 
ing. Under such conditions any knowledge gained of the 
teacher’s methods, or of her aims, must come through the 
child, whose judgment is sometimes biased and is usually too 
immature to enable him to give a correct idea of the work- 
ings of the school. 


A hearty cooperation of parents and teachers is the ideal 
condition of things and why should it nct be made a reality? 


A more cordial interest between parent and teacher, with 
a better mutual understanding, would be helpful to every one 
concerned, and to the child most of all: and would it not aid 
us to a more perfect justice and charity in our censure or 
praise of a teacher? 


And we must not forget that it is the school which exer- 
cises one of the most powerful influences over’ the future 
life of the child. Itis the ecnter from which radiate in- 
fluences which affect us, not only mentally but morally,and, 
one may sometimes add physically as well: and in order that 
these influences may be such as shall seek out the best in 
each child, and increase in him all manner of gvodness and 
not evil, let us fill with every good thing within reach, with 
every refining influence possible, losing no opportunity to 
give the child that training in gentleness, politeness and all 
the little refinements of life which mark the well-bred man 
or woman, and which later will prove of such inealeuable 
benefit to the grown-up boy or girl when they come to seek a 
means of earning their own living. 


With cordial thanks for the ready and earnest co-opera- 
tion in whatever undertakings we have embarded upon, and 
with most thorough apprecirtion of your help in this respect,
